1, International Significance on the Cold War Front, 

Culture is the total achievement of individual and collective 
development of a sense of appreciation of the finer things | evolved ong 
mental, spiritual, and artistic lines, by a civilization. Culture itself 
is intangible and cannot be measured by precise units or standards of 
measurement. However , its outlets and manifestations, such as works V^f 
art, pieces of literature, declamations of drama, and compositions of 
arc tangible or are susceptible of being reduced to tangible form and can 
be evaluated. Moreover, culture, like religion, generally permeates iho 
souls of those imbued with it to such an extent that it is one of the last 
elements of independence purged out of the individual man under a totali- 
tarian regime. 


2, Suggested Programs, 


a. One exrimple of an achievement which could be effected tl:^ougb 
the use of music ae a cultural medium lies in the possibility of sub- 
sidizing an org uii;i>at.lon like the Hational Negro Opera Company and sending 
it on tour abroad, Tuis would have on especially salutary effect if a 
small number of white artists could te induced to join the comp .any and sing 
subsidiary or supporting roles. It is believed that nn enterprise of this 
type would bo doubly effective in that it would, on one hand, extol 
abroad American appreciation of music and, on the other h:md, would offset 
much of the vicious race discrimination propaganda which is levelled 
against us^ 

b. Another possibility of action lies in having an ostonsibl;/ 

privately endowed institute patronize and issue commissions to exiled 
artists from the enslaved countries who could create works of art symb ;1- 
ical of the struggle against tyranny in the^ native lands, which could 
then be dedicated by appropriate ceremonies ^ ^

1» Economic Warfare has been a weapon of national policy since at east 
the time of the Roman Empire. During the past 100 years it has come 
,to be especially significant and probably reached its greatest ctatear: 
during World War II, However, it is the view of some experts in ti *3 
field that traditional economic warfare is less effective against a 
relatively integrated and self-sufficient economy as is the Soviet 
Bloc than it was against Italy, Germany, and Japan during W II. 

Ihe potentiality of economic vrarfare remains and therefcre it asE.y 
become necessaiy to develop new and unorthodox techniques to u3£ this 


weapon most effectively.

It is suggested that a unit within the Ifeited States Govqi uaent 
be designated responsible for planning and coordination c£ all 
measvires to be taken in the economic warfare field. One such uiiit 
.. has already been recommended in NSC-104. To date it has not bean 
activated. Whether or not this recommendation is in itself the 
answer has not been decided. However, it is obvious that such 
unified direction is necessary,

Such parallel action taken by the 
Allies is too recent to permit an appraisal of the adequacy and 
effectiveness of measures aimed at eyqpovt control* It is com idei'od 
that positive programs as the EGA and the Intormtional ^nk :’cr 
Reconstruction and Development have been quite adequate*

1. International Significance on the Cold War Front. 

As all action in support of foreign policy is designed ultim» telj-' 
to influence the "state and content of mind of the peoples so as to vK aken 
the adversary and strehgthen support of the nation in pursuit df its 
objectives^" the cold war may well be termed a battle for the minds oi meju 
Education^ which is defined as the discipline of mind or charai^er thj'ougii 
study or instruction, is a fundamental precept in the prosecution of ,he 
cold war. 


As the objectives of the U.S. and the free world are; (l) ';o 

re4uce the influence of the Kremlin Regime^ both nationally and inter- 
nationally} and (2l to bring about a canity of nations, it is incumbnt^ 
upbri the U.S. and other free nations to educate the individuals of tho USiii-t 
and satellites along the lines of suCh objectives, and it is also inC’imbem. 
upon the U.Si to expand this additional concept runOhg the individuals of toe 
free world. While the latter is obviously the more acoes.siblo field -jf 
exploitation, the fact that education in the USSR and the satellites ls 
tightly controlled should not obviate efforts in that direction*

Relative Effectiveness 

Ihe effectiveness of the elements and activities listed above is 
directly reflected in the formation and conduct of the nation's forelgr 
policy and is moasurable principally by tho successes achieved in the 
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foreign policy field, Congresaional fesdlutions and investigations 
are effective instrements since they are presumed to indicate the 
popular will as differentiated from the adoption of courses of action 
which are advanced solely hy the administration, mternatlon-aa non- 
government movements and activities (d) are particularly effective 
cold war weapons since they in large measure have the humanitarian 
theme. Any activity which relieves suffering and misery as differentiated 
from the strictly political or ideological approach has a tremendously 
favorable psychological impact. CARE is an excellent exas9)lc 
effective cold war weapon.

in most of the primitive unions in Central and South America, Ad rice and 
the Middle East. Their most serious threat, however, is In the first 
five countries named, i.e>, Italy, France, Indonesia, Japan and India 
To dislodge and destroy Cosanmist control of the trade unicsis 
must be a major objective of An»rican policy. To achieve this, the 
main i^sponsibility falls., in the first instance, on the govermants 
of the respective countries. The social and economic policies tt’oicb 
they follow have an lapori»nt bearing on the strength of CoBnuniat io^ 
fluenee, for by eliirinating unamployment, improving wage and social 
legislation, equalising the distribution of wealth, etc., etc., «heee 
governments can deprive the Coamuniats of the basis of their maS^ appsal. 
But beyond this, only these governments have the power to take s-epo to 
strengthen the bona fide trade union elements, and to weaken the ConksanUits 
vdiere they exercise stmtrol.

Military potential and capacity is the physical element of ptwer 
in a development of a position of strength j the buttress #f foreign 
p<^licy. The immediate object of foreign policy is national security; 
the long-range object cof world peace.

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c. Relative Effectiveness 

(1) Items 2-a (1 tiirough 5 ) and item ( 13 ) are the most effective 
cold war military weapons at the present time. Items (6 through 10), 

(12), and (lU through 18) are essentially cold war or war prepariticn 
effort and are conplementary to the major items. Item (11) is csseB» 
tially prototype with an authorization of 12,500. To date, enrollment 
pliers have b(;en written for the initial 2500 spaces, Administk -iticri , 
legal, and sec irity implications have delayed an effective implt menta- 
tion of this program for over one year. This bottleneck should be 
broken. It should be expedited as a showpiece since it has uni^es- 
tionable potential as a cold war weapon from both the psychological 
and practical points of view. 

(2) Items 2-b (1 and 2) have strong psychological implications 

and every circumstance conducive to their acceptance should be cxplox .cci. 
Item (3) is vital to the maintenance of strong military posture for 
long term and should supplant the present draft and flaticvial Guard 
systcuns .

Political action groups probably possess as high an effective- 
ness as any other medium of propaganda and influence* In fact, they 
may be utilized aa agents for every form of propaganda and activist 
work. The use of political action groups is therefore absolutely e^en- 
tial to the advanoment of the interests of the United States and iti 
allies in the cold war.
